This year more damage by hail. has been reported than 
for many years and this should be a warning to all to pro- 
tect themsalves by insurance. Waile it is the general 
statement of old-timers that hail is not so frequent in its 
visitations as it was a few years ago, it must be rememb- 
ered that every year more crops are being raised, aud that 
it naturally follows that when hail does occur the reported 
damage must necessarily be greater. 

As an exchange remarks, “the wise man is he who pre- 
pares for the future. He, carrying out the dictates of wis- 
dom, will spend the best part of the time summer fallow- 
ing’, let us say, preparing his ground for the crop which is 
to be sown next spring. All that time costs him money, 
and has to be reckoned as part of the cost of the crop. 
Eventually he sows the crop on the expectation that the 
extra work in the way of summer fallow is going to help 
it along. Provided that moisture is right he is assured of 
a crop unless hail comes along and if it does come the 
wise man is insured against damage by it. Really it is 
the only thing to do, If a man goes to work and pute hie 
money or labour into a house, a barn or a store in a town 
he will insure it, not because he expects it to burn down

Another Successful Year 
For Western Canada 
College 


This well known Residential and 
Day School for Boys at Calgary has 
just closed another successful year, 
the eleventh since it wae declared 
open by the Hon. Chief Justice 
Haultain (then Premier) in 1903. 

During this session the high stand- 
ing in work and discipline for which 
the College is so well known has 
been vigorously maintained. The 
different departments of the College 
report marked progress. The instal- 
lation of Technical Manual Training 
marks another step forward. When 
the Autumn Terin opens, this Insti- 
tution will have the very latest and 
beat equipment for draughting and 
manual work. Arrangements are 
alao being made for a Preparatory 
Department for small boys. 

Some years ago a separate gym- 
nasium was equipped and a special 
instructor was engaged to give his 
whole time to Physical Training and 
proper discipline. Last year a well 
arranged Shooting Gallery was built 
for the special use of the Cadet 
Corps. These additions have’ won 
new favor among the parents and 
friends of the Western Canada Col- 
lege boys. ‘The results are noted in 
the testimony of the District Com- 
manding Officer of the Militia of 
Alberta. He declared the College 
Cadet Corps to be the beat he had 
inspected and he did not except the 
Militia. 

The College continues ita success 
in sending boys to the Universities; 
into business, and the various lead- 
ing lines of occupation. A Western 
Canada boy won the Highest Prize 
on graduating from the Royal Mili- 
tury College in June of the present 
year, This peculiar honor, for all 
the best Residential Schools send 
many of their best boys to this Mil- 
itary College. This boy was for 
more than ‘ive years a scholar in 
Western Canada College, The re- 
sults (in part) have come in from 
the McGill University Matriculation 
Examinations: a Western Canada 
boy is 98th among more than 500 
candidates from all over Canada; 
another is 48th in the same exam- 
ination. 

Following the example of similar 
Residential Institutions the College 
Corporation seeks to remove from 
the confines of the city and build 
on their beautiful new property, 
some four miles out in the country. 
Unfortunately the continued finan- 
cial stringency has compelled delay. 
Sketch plane, however, have been 
prepared for new buildings to be 


ereoted on the new site.of 35 acres. 
Before these were drawn a number 
of the best residential schools in 
Eastern Canada, the Bastern United 
States and Great Britain were visit- 
ed and studied, 

The College needs these improve- 
ments, for it is the largest, the old- 
est, and the beat known Collage of 
ita kind in Canada, bet-veen Winni- 
peg and Vancouver.

FARMER'S FAMILY 1S ORGANIZED 
INTO A JOINT STOCK 
CORFORATION 


A Far-Seeing Scot Has Solved the 
Problem by Giving His Sons and 
Daughterc a Block of Shares in a 
Real Joint Stock Company. 

A canny Scot has solved the old 
problem of how to keep the boy on 
‘ne farm by organizing his nine sons 
and daughters into a corporation and 
Wividing the stock of his 1,800-acre 
farm among them, as though it were 


a city business, u factory, store or 
mill. 
The father, John MeCallum. was 


elected president of the farm = cor 
poration by tbe vote of all the stock- 
holders, the eldest son general man- 
ager, and another son secretary and 
treasurer. y 

One son was made superintendent 
of the ,og department, all full blocd- 
ed stock. Another boy was chosen 
to care for the horses. Between two 
other sons the cattle and sheep were 
divided. The girls were placed in 
charge of the dome. Each child was 
made superintesdent of some divi- 
sion of the ‘arm work and given su- 
preme authority in his or ber de- 
partment. 

“IT thought the matter over for a 
long time,” said “he far-seeing Scot, 
telling of bis plans. “Then I finally 
drove to town, got a lawyer and told 
him my plans I suggested we call 
the farm the Lismore Stock Farm, 
from the name of the island in Scot- 
Jand where 1 was born. He inecr- 
porated the farm with a paid up capi- 
tal representing my valuation of the 
farm atid stock 1 had a stock book 
printed and filed regular articles of in- 
corporation 

“A few days later I called the child- 
ren into the purlor one morning af- 
fer breakfast and told them to be 
ready for a sur} There were five 
cons and four daughters. 1 had cap- 
italized the farm at $100,000 and di- 
vided the stock into blocks. I kept 
enough for a controlling interest. 
Then L presented each child with a 
block of stock. ‘The plan I had out- 
lined was for then to keep at work, 
buy some of wi, stock each year, so 
that by the time I die they will have 
purchased all of my stock and will 
have absolite control of the farm.” 

The children were enthusiastic over 
ihe idea. Tt gave them an interest in 
the work o- the 1,800 acres that they 
had never had before and before tne 
first week was over each one of the 
board of directors was doing his best 
to stop che leaks that beset any large 
corporation, 

The directors hold daily meetings 
around the family breakfast table, 
where the work of the day is appor- 
tioned, while «nnual meetings of the 
stockholde’s are aeld, as required by 
law, and the formalities of business 
procedure sre duly observed.

is a decided innovation. Mr, McCel- 
lum had a special set of ciecks print- 
ed. Each year a certain percentage 


of the surplus is set aside. Bach di- 
rector May write a check on this sur- 
plus fund endorsed on the check 
what ihe money is for and cash it 
without asking the permission of any 
other director, 

Only once has there been a very 
decided aiffe ce of opinion among 
the directors. Last year there was a 
Lig surplus. The nine children direc- 
tors proposed 1.0 Vuy an automobile; 
the president vf the corporation was 
not favorable. The nine outvoted the 
one and the automobile was duly 
bought. My. McCallum chuckles over 
it now; perhaps he opposed the ider 
on purpose just ‘o see what would 
happen. Who knows? 

“Tl have to admit I've made it so 
all-fired interesting for the kids they 
haven't wanted to leave the farm,” 
says Mr. McCullum, “except that one 
boy-~and he wes cut out for a law- 
yer from the c<tart, I guess.”

WHAT DARWIN SOUGHT 


The Missing Lint: in the Person of a 
Rejscted Finn 

The inissitg link between™man and 
monkey, which Darwin looked for, but 
never found—e men-ape, with ail the 
characteristics of our alleged tree- 
climbing ancestors except a tail—was 
found at Ellis Island in the verson 
of a rejected Fint, and described re- 
cently to the Bugenic Resevrch as- 
sociation at Columbia University by 
Dr. Howard Knox, assistant surgeon 
of the United Siates Public Heaith 
Service, at Elis Island, who said he 
was the most perfect specimen of an 
ape in human form 


The rare human being was a tete- 
phone lineman, aad “if you will ex-| 
ercise sume imagination,” said Dr, 


Knox, “you will see the man’s occupa- 
tion of climbing poles was particu- 
larly well suited tl his make-up, since 


he may have inherited the ability 
from his ancestors.” 
Dr. Knox in his paper on “The 


Problem of the Mentally Unfiit Amoog 
Immigrants,” said: “The case I am 
speaking of Was a Finn, 39 years oid. 
The man was of striking appear- 
ance, both from the standpoint of the 
archaeologist and the anthropologist. 
Ine familiar with the reconstruction 
of the man in the Stone Age could rot 
help but note the close resemblance, 
and the more we studied the man the 
more this beesme apparent. The 
forehead was low ond receding, the 
supra orbital ridges were sharp and 


promfnent, the eyebrows were tong 
and shaggy, the eyes sharp and piere- 
ing, the nose saddle-shaped with a 


prominent tip, the lips large and pro- 
truding, and the chin massive and 
heavy.” 

Dr. Knox deser'bed him as having 
teeth formed and drranged like an 
ape’s, ears bolow their normal  pcsi- 
tion, and unus long arms. His 
hands were remfrkable in that each 
little finger had but two phalanges, 
making them virtually thumbs, that 
could be used with any other finger.

Innocence of Eve Has Already Been| 


RURAL MANHOOD 


Practical, and Less Sectarian 
and Dectrinal 

Some time ago I made the discov- 
ety of an exccl'ent little magazing de- 
voted to ruras sotjal welfare. This is 
called Rurai Manhood, and is the or- 
gun of tha country work of the 
Y.M.C.A. in villages, towns and open 
country of North America. Teachers 
and preachers and other leaders in 
country work will find this little 
monthly journal decidedly helpful aud 
stimulating. 

In an article un religious teaching 
the country, Prefossor Fiske of 
Oberlin calls attention to some pf tue 
strong and ulso some of the weak 
points on religious cducation as com- 
monly found in country districts. 

“In most country communities the 
}social struciure i; simple and social 
resources iieagre. Therefore person- 
ality is the main usset, and the deter. 
mining factor in our problems. Here, 
{more than in th. city, personality 
counts heavily, an religious life and 
jteaching depends upon it cs than 
}upon metLod or system or organiza- 
\tion This doubtless accounts for tue 
fact that some country communities 
have had a rema:kable record for de- 
veloping character and discovering 
latent leadsrship. A few great humble 
|sculs (perhaps but one) have lived 
ithere; and this accounts. for it. Per- 
jhaps they have cheerfully broken 
mest of the laws ef pedagogy and 
have never dreamed of it! The sheer 
force of character has succeeded in 
spite of it. 

With these corcessions, I shall not 
| be misjudged if ! mention some of the 
faults often found in country _ cotn- 
{munities, “nich seriously hamper a 
thoroughly effective development of re- 
ligious education. 

The ordinary agencies for religious 
jinfluence are the home, the caurch, 
{the minister, the Sunday school, the 
}country wa.k of the Y.M.C.A. and tne 
‘public school .eacher. The iatter has 
lan inevitable influence, though often 
‘unconsciously. ‘he country work sec- 
|retary is still ail too rare. But the 
{Sunday school is almost universal, and 
‘the country home is probably the best 
jin the land, and stilt most effective tor 
the trainin of character. Iam of the 
opinion that there remains much mere 
‘definite “fami.y religion” in the coun- 
try than in the business ridden, fever- 
ich life of the etties; doubtless more 
family and “grace  hefere

tion of the oli fashioned sort. 
be sure, it is often of such an eld fash- 
joned sort that it does .the mod 
‘boy little immmedt»te good, but he can 
never quite gei away from it, and ul- 
timately it bears fruit in his life. 
; I am making no attack upon sane, 
yiodern evang*lism when I say that 
the churches must quit depending «p- 
‘on periodic induigence in ultra-e:no- 
‘tional revivaliam te maintain their 
| spiritual life. Seif respecting people 
shun stimulants; the after effects are 
too awful--whatever may bo the cem- 
porary altation. The wise minister 
jis depending ie88 upon the “rouse- 
ments’—which au over-exhorted con- 
gregation soon becomes immune to— 
and more upon tie practical teaching 
fof the facts of reiig‘on anc Fi c 
feed souls arc grow character. 

Let me sugzest that the aim of re- 
|ligious edu_ation in the country should 
be less sevtari:r and doctrinal and 
more efinitély psactical.- The coun- 
try people have s genius for hard- 
beaded . common sense, and you can't 
fool them long \with any substitute. 
|There is surely tre finest kind of op- 
|portunity for the study of “the social 
{gospel” in the counfry—that is, ine 
practical teachings of Jesus and the 
/prophets cspecieily, upon the vitally 
jimportant mat ers of common life, of 
ordinary rigttteumsness and the rela- 
‘tions of man and man. A number of 
fine courses are already outlined and 
are readily evailable. Here is an op- 
jportunity not merely for developing 
the most exciting sort of class discus- 
sions 2among adult men on top! $ 
which they are keenly interes

Trunk to lease the 
line would menn its being taken o-er 
by other interests or by the govern- 
ment itself. The expectation, how- 
ever, is that the Grand Trunk will im- 
plement its contract.

EXPORTS SOAREC DURING PAST 
FISCAL YEAR, WHILST IM. 
PORTS DECREASED 


Trade With the Urited Kingdom and 
With the United States Shows an 
Increase—Large Gain in Exports of 
Agricultural Products. 

A statemeit of Canadian trfde for 
the last fiscal year, has been issued by 
the trade-ind commerce. department. 
The total trade in merchandise for the 
year was $1,073,766,098, an increase of 
$26,697,554 over the preceding fiscal 
year. Imports -totailed $618,328,874, 
a decrease of $51,671,315, while ex- 
ports totalled ,445,437,224, an increase 
of $78,368,869. 

The net increase in trade for the 
year was duo to the big gain in ex- 
ports of agricultural products, ani- 
mal produce and manufactured pro- 
ducts, particularly during the aut- 
umn months. Since then there has 
been a considerable falling off beth 
in imports and exports. The total ex- 
ports of. agricultural products for tle 
year was $198,220,029, an increase 
of $48,074,468, or nearly thirty per 
cent. Exports of animal produce to- 
talled $53,349,119, an increase of $8,- 
664,526, and exports of manufactures 


totalled $57,443,452, an increase of 
$13,750,644. 
Trade with the United Kingdom 


showed a net increase of $37,634,098. 
Trade with the United States showed 
a net increase of nearly there mil- 
lions. With the British West Indies, 
including Bermuda, despite the recent 
reciprocal trade agreement, there was 
a net falling off in trade of $1,620,283. 
From nearly every community imports 
decreased, “vhile to every country, ex- 
cept the Argentine Republic expoits 
increased. vom the United Kingdom 
Canada took last year imports valued 
at $131,942,.769, or $6,706,666 less than 
the preceding year. Canadian exports 
to the United Kingdom totalled $222,- 
422,766, a gain of $44,440,764. 

Imports {rom the United States iast 
year totalled $410,786,091,'a decrease 
of $30,369,764. Exports to- the United 
States totalled $200,459,373, a gain of 
$32,348,991.

A HUGE UNDERTAKING 


C.P.R. Will Double Track All Lines of 
System 

Whilst the vast enterprise of double 
tracking the entire Canadian Pacific 
system is one that cannot in the na- 
ture of the case be fully realized for 
years, yet when it is stated that there 
will be shortly 1,095 miles of double 
track between Porj Arthur and Cal- 
gary, leaving gaps of only something 
like 166 miles--one gets a realizing 
notion of the work involved, of ihe 
great distance covered and of the 
courage and persis.ence involved in 
this large and notable undertaking of 
duplicating th» whole system, whicn 
comprises some 13,000 miles of track. 
Of course, the cLief consideration is 
the west, whose rapid development 
called for this new policy; but the 
east will be similarly treated in time, 
especially ‘he lines which connect 
large centres cf population, and pro- 
mise bigger business. The cost will be 
80 enormous as tv baffle exact figures 
at the moment. ‘The double track!ag 
too, will be built in a vastly different 
way from :ie origival railway, which 
was put turough in a tremendous 
hurry, co2:ced, as one might say, by 
political exigencies, and which was 
only required at the time to show the 
two steel bands, hqwever weak was 
the bridge underneath them. So de- 
fective was the oviginal building that 
many millions hal to be spent in re 
inforcemenis but the present double 
tracking will offe: a finished railway, 
in every respect, beth as regards tne 
weight of rails, the strength of 
bridges, and the perfection of rond- 
bed. Thus applied, the new policy will 
work out for itamediate 
through the added business the double 
tracked syetem can attend to. 


Museum of Medicine 

A museum of historical medicine is 
noW oPen to the public at 54 Wigmere 
street, Marylebone. It contains price- 
less records of the attempts that have 
been made to cure human iilmerts

The historical medical museum is 
full of wonders. Ancient apthecari«s'’ 
shops are there, fitted exactly ag they 
were in the Middle Ages. In one place 
is an alchemist, surrounded by alem- 
bics, retorts, and dim red lights. In 
another is a Darber-surgeon showing 
just how men were bled in tke olden 


days. Further on is a group of. fg- 
ures making up «& cure for the 
plague, 


There are also specimens of prehis- 
toric Wenistry. Gold wag eviaently 
used freely to improve awkward 
teeth, but there is no trace of a stop- 
ping of a @ecayed tooth.

Equality of Water Flow Dependent on 
Fores. Cover

ests of navigation the Dominion gov- 
ernment shoula purchase such denud- 
ed forest land in tae eastern provinces 
uS might be necessary to reforest in 
order to prevent floods and the filling

jis of considerably interest. In chis 1e- 
}gion of Ontirio, as a result of fives, 
150,000 acres are practically a desert 
jend the saport urges a policy of forest 
| conservatiou’ under Dominion, provin- 
cial or municipal control, in order to} 
{preserve the usefulness of the Trort| 
{Valley canal, in which over $10,000,000 
tare invested. There are many such 
| barren area: ir. tio eastern provinces, 
{which with che assistance of the Do- 
| minion government\might be made to 
| produce valuable rorest crops. 

| In Canada disastrous floods and 
| low weter stages have been largcly| 
prevented by the timely action of the 
| Dominion government in setting aside 
;as forest reserves the wooded slopes 
where the great rivers of the interior 
of the Dominicn have their origin. On 
the east slcpe of the Rocky Mountains 
over 20,896 square miles of non-agri- 
cultural land have Leen thus reserved, 
for the double purpose of regulating 
tLe run-off and of providing a per- 
|petual supply of timber to meet the 
ever increas.ng seeds of the praire 
settlers. In the -ailway belt in B-it- 
{ish Columbia smaller reserves have 
|also been set aside, chiefly for the pur- 
pose of maintain’ag a steady flow in 
|the streams on which the fruit-growing 
industry is absolutely dependent. 

After a struggle Which lasted for 
ever ten years, the friends of ccnserva- | 
tion in the United States succeeded in| 
passing the Weeks Bill on March 1, 
/1911, for the acquisition of lands tor 
the purpose of conserving the navigab- | 
ility of navigable rivers, by maintain- 
ing on these acquired watersheds a 
perpetual groyvth of forest which 
would preserve the regularity of the 
stream flow, thus aiding navigation 
and water power development, and} 
would also prevent soil erosion and} 
the resultant filing up of the streains 
with sediment. | 

The pill was fought bitterly by in-| 
terests, who atiempted to prove that 
forests do not restrain floods or regu-| 
jlate stream flow, but their arguments 
| were totally disproved in the house of 
| representatives. 

It was then seught to prove tle 
provision ior the purchase of state op 
private lands by the federal govern: | 
ment to be unconstitutional, but the 
committee cn the judiciary, after thor-| 
ough consideraion, affirmed that ‘Con- 
gress had the constitutional power to 
\ acquire lands and forest reserves in a 
| state by purchas*, condemnation or 
otherwise, as an aid to navigaton, if it 
te made to appear to congress that 
such reserves materially or substant- 
jally aid navigation’- That forest re- 
serves had this influence was ‘made 
to appear’ (o Congress, the Weeks Bill 
was passed anc since then there has 
been purchased or approved for pur- 
‘chase over 65,000 acres of denuded 
timberlands in the Appalachian Moun 
|tains, which will be, when necessary, 
artificially cforested in order to bring 
under control the excessive floods 
which nave caused such damage along 
| the Ohio and other rivers having their 
source in these mountains.

the exposition palaces. The commis- 
sioner has a staff of eight experts at 


work. They have been connected 
with his department for years and 
are putting into the San Francisco 


building their experiences at many of 
the world’s biggest exhibitions. 

“Our idea is to appeal principal'y 
to the ma» Who may become a settier 
of Canada,” saia the commissioner. 
“The exhibits in the building will be 
only of the natural resources of tiis 
country. ‘These will be displayed in 
the most attractive manner possible. 
The exhibition wit! formally open on 
February 20, but the Canada build- 
ing will be ready for inspection be- 
fore that time. In fact, our depart- 
ment has established a reputation at 
other exhibitions of getting off ihe 
ground with our work completed, 
before any of ihe cthers are through. 
This gives an cpportunity of openirg 
first and giving the early arrivals 
who may visit the grounds some days 
before the formal opening, an uppor- 
tunity of studying what Canadaa can 
show.” 

Particular 


pains are being taken 
with the fruic exhibit, the commis- 
sioner ‘said. Many of the horticul- 
tural products “will be shown on the 
limb. There will be exhibits in _bot- 
,tles, and the fresh articles as well. A 
splendid aud attractive idea which 
will be worked out with several six 
by twelve foot screens, made with a 
blue canvas sky, natural grass and 
trees, hot s, ete., Which will vividly 
convey ideas of orchard and farm 
scenes of the Dominion. 

The horticultural exhibition wil 
occupy about 800 square feet and 
Col. Hutchinson expresses the belief 
it will be second to none. Plans are 


‘for a large mineral display and each 


sample will be properly labelled. Much 
of the mineral will be from this prov- 
ince. Tho timber resources of Can- 
ada will be shown with polished 
panels two by four feet, so as to 
give the visitor an idea of the grain 
in the wood. A good deal of atten- 
ticn also will be paid to the fishing 
resources. 


Pearls oj Great Price 

There has lately been exhibited at & 
court jeweller’s in Bond street a strik- 
ing collection of p arls. One maguific- 
ient rope is valued at no less than 
£60,000; while tor a single  pear- 
shaped drop pearl, perfectly symme- 
trical, £14,009 f» asked. But probably 
the most exquisi.e article in the col- 
lection is a single necklet of gems of 
aordinary hue, the matching and 
gradation being superb. The cost of 
this article 4 000. 

But the owners warn a would-be 
purchaser that if one of the stones 
were lost it would be impossible to 
replace it with an exact duplicate. 
Black and pink pearls also found a 
place in the exhibition; whilst a pass- 
ing reference must be made to a pair 


of button-shaped ear-rings valued at 
£8,000, 
One of the representatives of the 


firm gives a word of advice upon the 
preservation an@ treatment of pearls. 
Upon no account, he said, shoutd 
they be locked up in a safe or other 
dark place for lengthy periods, since 
such treatment soon causes them to 
lose their “life” and become dull 

If their faty owners find that for 
some reason or other they cannot 
wear them outside their garments 
they should make a point of wearing 
them underneath cheir dress next to 
the skin. Constant contact with .e 
human skin gives to the stones light, 
lustre, gloss and sheen. The best pos- 
sible way to keep pearls in a perfect 
state of reservation as well as to 
prolong their life, is to wear them al- 
ways, both day and night. 


FIGHT UPON OPIUM IN CHINA 


Manchuria and Eleven Provinces Now 

Declared Free From Importation 

of Indian Drug 

Manchuria aad eleven of the eigh- 
teen provinces furming China proper 
are declared to be free of opium, ond 
the British government, satisfied ‘hat 
this declaration is correct, has agreed 
that, according to a previous arrange- 
ment, no Indian opium hereafter shall 
be permitted to enter these provinces. 
The Chinese goveri.ment has sent ta- 
structions to the government of the 
remaining provinces in the republic to 
put down the use of opium and pro- 
hibit the cultivation of the poppy be 
fore the end of the year.
